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Dress  code 
reinforced 

The  only  alternative  the  university  has 
for  students  who  do  not  intend  to  keep 
dress  and  grooming  standards  is  to  ask 
them  to  leave,  according  to  President 
Dali  in  Oaks  speaking  in  Devotional 
yesterday. 

He  said  that  students  who  are  violating 
the  standards  are  running  contrary  to  the 
commitments  they  made  when  they 
entered  the  University. 

“Teachers,  staff,  and  students,”  said 
Oaks,  “as  you  observe  your  fellow 
students,  remind  them  of  the  standards 
and  their  commitment  to  them.” 

Oaks’  remarks  came  almost  two  weeks 
after  he  issued  a statement  to  faculty  and 
staff  which  placed  on  them  responsibility 
for  enforcement  of  the  dress  code.  In  that 
statement,  he  asked  for  a two  week 
“intensive  teaching  effort”  before  strict 
enforcement. 

“We  anticipate  there  will  now  be  a 
strict  enforcement  of  dress  standards,” 
said  Dean  of  Student  Life  J.  Elliot 
Cameron  yesterday.  He  said  that  although 
the  procedures  for  the  enforcement  have 
not  been  ascertained,  students  have  had  a 
couple  of  weeks  to  clean  up  and  those 
still  in  violation  will  be  “apprehended  and 
counseled.” 

Cameron  said  that  violators  will  be 
handled  on  an  individual  basis.  “Some 
will  be  asked  to  leave,  others  may  not,” 
he  said. 

In  a Universe  poll  taken  over  the 
weekend  of  349  students,  299  or  86  per 
cent  reported  that  they  were  in 
agreement  with  the  dress  standards.  50  or 
14  per  cent  reported  they  were  not  in 
agreement. 

Of  those  who  said  they  were  in 
agreement,  3 per  cent  said  they  were 
consistently  in  violation  of  the  standards, 
37  per  cent  said  they  sometimes  violated, 
and  60  per  cent  said  they  never  violated 
the  code. 

Of  those  in  disagreement,  28  per  cent 
said  they  consistently  violate  the 
standards,  40  per  cent  responded  they 
sometimes  violate  it,  and  32  per  cent  said 
they  never  violate  the  code.

Candidates  Banter 


Fisher  researched  and  presented  to  the 
Universe,  several  allegations  relating  to 
Nelson’s  proposal. 

According  to  Fisher,  current  University 
policy  “forbids  the  use  of  University 
funds  for  investment  except  as  prescribed 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
Church  investment  committee.” 

Nelson  agreed  with  the  statement,  but 
pointed  out  that  he  only  proposed  an 
investigation  into  the  possibilities  of 
investing. 

Stressing  the  need  to  get  more  use  out 
of  student  funds,  Nelson  said  that  he 
would  propose  “short-term  secure 
investing  such  as  bonds”  which  would  be 
low-risk.  He  also  explained  that  investing 
would  only  be  done  after  sufficient  funds 
had  been  provided  for  the  immediate 
needs  of  ASBYU. 

Fisher  also  feared  that  tuition  would 
have  to  be  increased  if  funds  were 
invested  by  individual  departments  and 
the  departments  received  the  interest. 

Investing  would  be  done  by  a 
competent  committee  of  administrators, 
and  departments  would  not  be  involved, 
according  to  Nelson. 

In  the  Social  Office  race,  candidates 
Terry  Jessop  and  Anthony  Antonelli  met 
to  air  their  stand  on  the  issue  of  rock 
dances  and  concerts.  Each  was  asked  how 
they  would  gauge  student  opinion  on 
concert  performers.  Jessop  outlined  a 
plan  of  “keeping  in  touch  with  the 
students”  through  Activities  Correlating 
Council  representatives  in  each  Ward. 
Antonelli  plans  to  follow  the  pattern 


started  by  current  Social  Vice-President 
Walt  Marlowe  with  a concert  poll  to  be 
taken  in  April  to  determine  students’ 
order  of  preference. 

Antonelli  indicated  that  he  would 
maintain  the  level  of  rock  dances 
currently  being  held  while  Jessop  said  he 
would  “work  with  whatever  policy  comes 
out.”  He  suggested  the  possibility  of  a 
uniform  dance  code  for  all  Wards  and 
Stakes  as  well  as  the  Social  Office

Residency  requirements 

Court  jolts  voting  rules 


Voter  residency  requirements  were 
jolted  yesterday  as  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  struck  down  both  of  Tennessee’s 
one  year  and  three-month  residency 
requirements  in  state  and  county 
elections. 

In  the  6 - 1 decision,  with  Chief 
Justice  Warren  E.  Burger  dissenting,  the 
Court  ruled  that  state  and  county 
residency  requirements  of  a year  or 
three  months  are  “too  much”  and 
suggested  a 30-day  waiting  period 
instead. 

Tennessee  Attorney  Robert  H. 
Roberts  claimed  the  ruling  will  upset 
residency  requirements  in  all  50  states. 
“There  isn’t  a state  in  the  union  that 
does  not  'have  a residency  requirement 
of  more  than  30  days,”  he  said. 


According  to  United  Pres^ 
International,  when  the  case  went 
before  the  court  24  states  had  a 
one-year  residency  requirement,  23  a 
waiting  period  in  the  six  months  range, 
and  three  states  with  three-month 
requirement. 

However,  Utah  Secretary  of  State 
Clyde  Miller  said  yesterday  that  Utah’s 
election  laws  will  be  unaffected  by  the 
Court’s  ruling. 

According  to  Miller,  Utah’s  laws 
provide  for  a six-month  state  residency 
and  a 60-day  county  residency  for 
voting  in  local  elections.  The  laws  also 
conform  to  the  federal  guideline  of  30 
days  for  presidential  and 
vice -presidential  elections.

Lamanites  protest  special  code

Concerned  with  alleged 
unpunished  violations  of  the 
University  Honor  Code,  a group 
of  Lamanite  students  at  BYU  are 
circulating  this  week  a petition 
calling  for  consistent  reporting  of 
Lamanite  violators  by  their  peers 
and  for  a renewed  commitment  to 
the  Code. 

Group  spokesman  Jeff  Simons 
stated  that  one  original  purpose  of 
the  petition  had  been  to  protest  a 
so-called  “double  standard.”  The 
drafters  of  the  document,  which 
will  be  presented  to  President 
Dallin  Oaks  about  April  1,  had 
felt  that  Indian  students  caught  in 
violation  were  receiving  special 
treatment  from  Campus  Security 
and  University  Standards.

However,  after  consultation 
with  University  administrators, 
the  group  became  convinced  that 
the  problem  was  one  of 
information  rather  than  of 
preferential  treatment. 

“It  is  possible  that  there  are 
occasions  where  Indian  students 
are  given  special  consideration, 
not  because  they’re  Indian,  but 
because  of  erroneous  reports 
circulated  both  by  the  Indians 
themselves  and  others,”  asserted 
Rondo  Harmon  of  the  Office  of 
Indian  Students.  “We  don’t  want 
a special  Code  for  Indians,”  he 
added. 

T o fill  the  lack  of  reliable 
testimony  in  cases  of  reported 
violation,  Simons’  group  is  trying 
to  exert  “peer  group  pressure”  to 
encourage  possible  witnesses  to 
testify.  The  petition  reads,  “We 
therefore  commit  ourselves  by 
signature  to  live  up  to  the  Code  of 
Honor  and  to  stand  as  witness  in 
testimony  for  cases  in  which  we 
are  a witness  to  any  violation*  of 
this  Code  of  Honor.” 


blocs  of  Lamanites  on  campus: 
the  larger  group  getting  stronger 
and  more  capable  of  mature 
self-determination,  the  smaller 
struggling  with  studies,  lack  of 
parental  support,  and  in  some 
cases  lack  of  an  adequate  religious 
background.  He  views  the  petition 
as  an  attempt  to  get  the 
“fence-sitters”  between  the  two 
blocs  to  declare  themselves. 

Simons’  group  and  Harmon  are 
in  agreement  that  the  *111081 
important  challenge  of  the  Indian 
student  is  developing  a good 
public  and  self-image.  “It’s 
important  to  raise  the  image  of 
Indian  students.  . . BYU  has  done 
a.lot  for  the  Indian,”  remarks  one 
of  Simons’  co-workers  on  the 
value  of  the  petition.

“I  call  on  you  to  repent;  I know 
you  need  to  do  it,”  said  Elder  A. 
Theodore  Tuttle.  “I  am  talking  to 
you,  not  someone  else.” 

Elder  Tuttle  toned  his  remarks 
toward  repentance  and  the  family 
by  choosing  the  topic,  “What  is 
relevant  vs.  what  is  current.” 

“Marriage  is  the  mission  and 
purpose  of  this  University  to 
some— education  is  incidental,” 
Elder  Tuttle  quipped.  “This  is  the 
place  to  meet  a mate  for  life.” 

Elder  Tuttle  said  that  by 
listening  to  the  promptings  of  the 
spirit,  a sensitivity  is  developed 
toward  it  and  “this  is  what  you 
will  be  able  to  use  when  you  raise 
your  family.”  The  closer  to  the 
home,  the  closer  we’ll  get  to  the 
solution  of  all  the  world’s 
problems,”  he  added.  “The  only 
way  you  can  know  of  a parent’s 
love  for  his  children  is  to  have 
children  of  your  own.” 

Elder  Tuttle  is  dissatisfied  with 
the  present  issues  of  the  world 
such  as  ecology,  population 
explosion,  and  the  women’s 
liberation.  He  commented  on  the 
inconceivability  of  how  many 
young  people  misunderstand  what 
is  relevant  and  what  is  current. 

“I  hope  you  are  carried  away  by 
things  that  are  relevant.  What  did 
the  Savior  do?  He  faced  the  same 
problems  and  understood  them.”

Candidates  air  views 


The  irrelevancy  of  student 
government,  correlation  and 
programs  for  married  students 
were  some  of  the  topics  discussed 
by  ASBYU  presidential  candidates 
Cam  Caldwell  and  Bill  Fillmore 
and  their  running  mates  Rick 
Wadman  and  Jeff  Boswell  in  a 
question  and  answer  program 
Monday  night  on  KBYU  channel 
11. 

On  the  question  of  the 
irrelevancy  of  student 
government,  Fillmore  said  its 
irrelevancy  “is  founded  in  its 
isolation  from  the 
administration.”  He  concluded 
that  correlation  and  his  proposed 
“person  to  person”  program  are 
the  best  solution  to  the  problem. 

Caldwell  felt  that  the  problem 
with  student  government  is  its 
“failure  to  perpetuate  good 
programs  from  year  to  year.”  He 
felt  the  solution  to  the  problem  is 
a legislative  branch,  made  up  of 
students  selected  from  the  various 
colleges  who  would  have  the 
responsibility  of  coordinating 
student  programs  from  year  to 
year. 

Boswell  suggested  hiring  a 
married  couple  to  work  in  student 
services  and  coordinate  the 
activities  of^married  students, 
such  as  dealing  with  surplus 
furniture. 

Caldwell  suggested  that  there 
should  be  a general  orientation  for 
married  students  like  there  is  for 
single  students. 

Asked  about  their  greatest 
personal  accomplishments, 
Caldwell  felt  some  of  his 


accomplishments  were  the  idea 
for  Santaquin  Day,  and  the 
establishment  of  the  student  job 
seminar.  Fillmore  said  his  greatest 
accomplishments  were 
establishing  the  American 
Perspective  Lecture  Series  and 
setting  up  the  Student  Academic 
Committee.

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Muskie  secures  early  lead 
over  McCarthy  in  Illinois 


CHICAGO  (UPI)  - Sen. 
Edmund  S.  Muskie,  badly  needing 
to  score  a comeback,  took  the 
early  lead  over  Eugene  J. 
McCarthy  in  the  Illinois 
presidential  preference  primary 
last  night. 

Muskie  was  also  leading  Sen. 
George  S.  McGovern,  his  main 
challenger  in  the  separate  struggle 
for  1 60  national  convention 
delegates  to  be  elected,  29 
delegates  to  8. 

Chiang  unanimously 
re-elected  in  Taiwan 
while  dragons  dance 

TAIPEI  (UPI)  - Chiang 
Kai-shek  was  elected  to  his  fifth 
six -year  term  as  president  of 
Nationalist  China  yesterday  by  a 
nearly  unanimous  vote  of  the 
national  assembly. 

Chiang,  84,  received  1 ,308  votes 
of  the  1,316  cast  by  assembly 
members.  Eight  ballots  were 
declared  invalid  because  they  were 
blank  or  because  they  were 
improperly  marked. 

Chiang  ran  unopposed.  His 
running  mate,  Vice  President  C. 
K.  Yen,  was  expected  to  be 
re-elected  by  the  assembly  in 
separate  voting  today.  Under  the 
Nationalist  Chinese  constitution, 
the  president  and  vice  president 
are  elected  by  the  assembly 
instead  of  by  popular  vote. 

Government  agency  employes 
set  off  firecrackers  to  celebrate 
the  vote.  Dragon  and  lion  dances, 
torch  parades  and  other 
celebrations  were  scheduled  later 
in  the  day. 

The  government  announced 
that  leaflets  would  be  dropped 
from  planes  throughout  Taiwan  to 
announce  Chiang’s  continuation 
as  president,  a job  he  has  held  for 
the  past  25  years.  Chiang  will  be 
more  than  90  by  the  time  his  next 
term  expires  in  May,  1978. 

Earlier  this  year  Chiang 
announced  he  planned  to  step 
aside  in  favor  of  a younger  man, 
but  the  leadership  of  his  ruling 
Kuomintang  party  “drafted”  him 
to  continue  in  the  job  and  he  said 
he  would  accept  their  will  because 
of  the  crisis  in  Nationalist  China. 

Chiang  and-presumably-Yen 
will  be  sworn  in  May  20. 

The  members  apparently  will 
serve  indefinitely  since  the 
assembly  itself  amended  the 
constitution  to  make  another 
election  impossible  until 
Nationalist  China  “recovers”  the 
mainland  from  Communist  rule. 
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Largely  on  the  basis  of  Chicago 
returns,  Muskie  had  70,549  votes 
or  65  per  cent  to  McCarthy’s 
38,453  votes  and  35  per  cent  with 
732  of  Illinois’  10,858  precincts 
reporting. 

ALTHOUGH  TRAILING, 

McCarthy  was  getting  slightly 
more  than  the  30  per  cent  of  the 
votes  he  had  said  he  considered 
fairly  certain. 

As  for  the  Muskie-McGovern 
delegate  contest,  the  final 
accounting  was  not  expected  to 
be  in  for  days. 

Republicans  appeared  to  have 
taken  advantage  of  a court  ruling 
allowing  crossover  voting,  plus  an 
absence  of  interesting  races  in 
their  own  party,  to  vote  in 
massive  numbers  in  the  hotly 
fought  Democratic  contests  at  the 
national,  state  and  county  levels. 

A RECORD  number  of 
investigators  kept  an  eye  on 
Chicago  polling  places  and  1 3 
election  judges  were  arrested.  It 
was  charged  that  votes  were 
recorded  on  the  machines  even 
before  the  polls  opened  or  that 
the  machines  registered  more 
ballots  than  had  been  applied  for. 

Muskie  and  Democratic 
king-maker  Mayor  Richard  J. 
Daley  of  Chicago  have  the  most  to 
lose  in  Illinois.  Muskie  badly 
needed  to  prove  himself  a winner 
after  two  primary  campaigns 
which  ranged  from  unsatisfactory 
to  disastrous.  Daley’s  influence 
was  threatened  by  possible  upsets 
at  state  and  local  levels.

Editorial 

No.  1 in  ’74?  No! 


President  Oaks  has  stated  that  the  new 
library  facility  is  the  “number  one 
building  priority  on  campus.”  The  Daily 
Universe  joins  him  in  supporting  the  new 
addition  with  the  motto,  “Give  learning 
room.” 

We  congratulate  the  on-campus 
“telefund”  campaign  by  the  ASBYU 
Student  Foundation.  We  sincerely  hope 
that  each' student  will  contribute  to  this 
cause  when  called  sometime  this  week. 

In  this  regard,  we  are  also  pleased  to  see 
that  the  Faculty  Fund  Raising  Committee 
has  launched  a campaign  with  the  faculty 
to  contribute  to  the  library  addition. 
President  Oaks  has  indicated  to  Mark 
McConkie,  Director  of  the  Student 
Foundation,  that  he  is  “confident  that 
the  faculty  will  also  give  generously  to 
this  essential  cause.” 

REGRETTABLY,  however,  a few  days 
after  the  Faculty  Fund  Raising 
Committee  started  its  library  campaign,  it 
sent  out  another  letter  starting  another 
project,  one  which  could  easily  conflict 
with  the  important  contributions  being 
made  to  the  new  library.  Namely,  the 
“BYU  Campaign  for  Athletic  Greatness.” 
The  letter,  addressed  to  the  “friends  of 
BYU  athletics,”  calls  for  contributions  of 
$100  or  more  annually.  (The  Library 
Pledge  Card  asks  for  at  least  $5  a month 
or  more,  and  the  library  letter  states,  “A 
large  gift  isn’t  necessary,  but  a broad  base 
of  participation  is.”) 

The  main  purpose  of  the  “BYU 
Campaign  for  Athletic  Greatness”  is  to 
“move  BYU  from  number  four  in 
’71  . . .to  number  one  in  ’74.”  The  letter 
was  signed  by  Athletics  Director  Stan 
Watts  and  Fund  Raising  Chairman  Ariel 
Ballif. 

IT  IS  INCREDIBLE  that  the  Faculty 
Committee  could  send  out  two  letters  at 
approximately  the  same  time  asking  for 
contributions  to  athletics  and  the  library . 
Unfortunately,  money  doesn’t  grow  on 


trees.  With  two  projects  competing  for 
funds,  one  is  bound  to  suffer. 

The  facts  about  the  J.  Reuben  Clark 
Library  are  clear.  The  problems  of  space 
and  inadequate  facilities  are  acute. 
Presently,  the  library  accomodates  less 
than  9 per  cent  of  the  student  body.  It 
provides  little  space  for  research. 

But  to  what  extent  is  it  necessary  to 
move  BYU  athletics  from  number  four  to 
number  one  in  three  years?  Is  athletics  on 
the  same  priority  as  a new  library 
addition? 

IT  CERTAINLY  IS  NOT.  In  fact, 
intercollegiate  sports  involve  only  a few 
participants,  while  the  library  involves 
everyone  directly.  Also,  while  athletics 
events  are  mere  entertainment  for  the 
great  majority  of  students,  it  is  academics 
involving  the  learning  facilities  like  the 
library  that  is  essential.  Number  four  in 
all  around  athletics  at  BYU  is  indeed 
admirable,  but  when  will  Brigham  Young 
become  number  four  in  library  science?

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - For  years, 
people  have  been  playing  “Monopoly” 
and  enjoying  the  vicarious  thrill  of 
driving  their  competition  into 
bankruptcy.

Housewives  speak 

Marijuana:  ‘mar  on  mankind’ 


Eighty-four  per  cent  of  Provo’s 
married  women  view  marijuana  as 
a mar  on  mankind. 

In  a poll  taken  of  housewives  in 
Provo  by  the  Daily  Universe  the 
most  frequent  answer  to  the 
question  “Are  you  in  favor  of 
legalizing  marijuana?”  was  “I’m 
against  it,  I don’t  know  why,  I 
just  am.” 

However,  several  housewives  did 
have  reasons  for  keeping 
marijuana  illegal. 

Mrs.  Wesley  C.  Carter 
commented,  “I  have  a 17  year-old 
boy,  and  I’m  glad  it’s  not 
available.  I don’t  think  he  would 
use  it  anyway,  though.  I think 


they  ought  to  do  away  with  it  and 
keep  it  illegal  just  like  it  is.” 

“Marijuana  should  not  be 
legalized,”  said  Mrs.  Lyman  Duke. 
“I  feel  this  way  mainly  because 
my  husband’s  brother  was  killed 
because  of  drugs.  I think  they’re 
horrid  and  shouldn’t  be 
available.” 

“I  don’t  agree  with  it,”  said 
Mrs.  Robert  Richards,  “It’s 
against  my  values.  I’m  afraid  it 
would  go  like  the  liquor  when  it 
was  legalized.  It  is  already  just  too 
available.” 

A FEW  MOTHERS  felt  it  would 
have  a direct  bearing  on  the 
deterioration  of  the  country,  such 


as  Mrs.  Walter  Pyne  who  said,  “I 
have  read  a lot  of  literature  on 
how  and  where  it  is  being  used. 
It’s  tearing  down  America.  If  it 
were  legal  it  would  probably  take 
the  same  trend  that  alcohol  did.” 

“I  feel  it  would  rearrange  and 
eventually  deteriorate  the  values 
of  the  country.  I just  hate  to 
think  what  would  come  next  if 
marijuana  were  legalized,’’ 
commented  another  housewife. 

The  temporary  babysitter  for 
one  woman  said  she  would 
comment  on  the  subject  if  her 
name  were  not  used.  “You  just 
can’t  be  in  favor  of  marijuana  in  a 
community  like  this.” 

“If  it  were  legalized  it  wouldn’t 
be  such  a big  temptation  for  the 
kids,”  she  said.  “Right  not  it’s 
kind  of  a novelty.” 

MR.  MAYO  THURSTON,  who 
characterized  himself  as  the 
“housewife”  because  his  wife  was 
working,  favored  legalization. 

“I  don’t  think  it  does  any  more 
harm  than  alcohol,”  he  said.  “If  we 
don’t  legalize  marijuana,  we  ought 
to  illegalize  alcohol.” 

Mrs.  Leonard  M.  Stillman,  Sr. 
was  against  legalization,  though 
she  admitted  “there  are  good  and 
bad  points  to  both  sides.” 

She  said  she  felt  the  main  point 
in  favor  of  legalization  was  that  it 
would  cut  off  the  pusher. 
“Marijuana  shouldn’t  be  legalized, 
but  the  penalties  should  be 
dropped  against  the  user.”

BYU  operators  are  not 
authorized  to  give  out 
information  such  as  movie  times, 
nor  are  they  ..equipped  to  connect 
outside  callers  with  students  or 
give  out  their  numbers.  A 
recording  at  375-331 1 has  campus 
events  and  a student  directory 
assistance  is  at  374-8322. 

Director  of  Telephone  Services 
is  J.  L.  Jensen,  a former  Army 
communications  officer.  But  he 
doesn’t  run  the  BYU  switchboard 
like  the  Army,  he  explains.  “You 
can’t  with  all  these  women 
around.

switchboard  is  a triumph  for 
men’s  lib.  At  least  that  is  what  he 
tells  callers  who  wonder  at  a male 
voice  on  the  other  end.

“It  takes  something 
outstanding  to  be  a good 
operator.” 

“You  learn  a lot  of  tolerance 
and  a lot  of  patience,”  says  Mrs. 
Powell.  She  claims  one  of  her  pet 
peeves  are  mother's  who  put  their 
children  on  the  phone  to  ask  for 
extensions. 

“But  they  call  all  sorts  of 
interesting  places  here,”  she  adds.

The  Cougars  banged  out  nine 
hits  including  a pinch-hit  two  run 
homer  by  Bill  O’Keefe  in  the  loss 
but  were  unable  to  stiffle  the  big 
bats  of  Loyola. . 

Steve  Fitts  was  the  Cougar 
starter  with  the  loss  going  to  Mike 
Pfitzer.  These  Cougar 
moundsmen,  along  with  three 
others  allowed  Loyola  a total  of 
16  hits  along  with  their  13  tallies. 

In  Monday  night’s  5-3  win  over 
Fullerton  Gary  Hatch  and  Rod 
CLoward  provided  the  key  blows 
for  the  Cougars. 

With  the  bases  loaded,  Hatch, 
who  has  enjoyed  fine  early  season 
batting  in  the  first  four  games, 
doubled  to  bring  in  three  runs.

State  at  11  a.m.  in  unofficial 
competition.  They  resume 
tournament  action  tonight  against 
University  of  California,  Irvine. 
Game  time  is  8 p.m. 

As  the  tournament  is  set  up,  the 
eight  teams  entered  play  each 
other  throughout  the  week.  On 
Friday  the  won-lost  records  of  the 
teams  are  tallied.  In  the 
championship  games  on  Saturday 
the  teams  with  the  best  two 
records  play  for  first  place.  The 
squads  with  the  third  and  fourth 
best  records  battle  for  third  place, 
and  so  on.

The  BYU  golf  team  opens  its 
season  this  weekend  at  a fast  and 
furious  pace  with  two  major 
tournaments  and  two  individual 
matches. 

. “I  don’t  believe  it  helps  any 
team  to  pad  their  schedule  in 
early  season,”  says  BYU  coach 
Karl  Tucker.  “We  feel  that  keen 
competition  all  season  sharpens 
our  play,  and  gets  us  ready  for  the 
big  ones  at  the  end  of  the  season.” 

AND  KEEN  competition  they 
have  in  their  upcoming  matches  to 
start  this  season  off. 

Friday  and  Saturday  the  Cougar 
linksters  travel  to  Fresno  to 
defend  their  Fresno  Classic  crown;

“These  two  tournaments  will 
really  be  a tough  test  for  our 
team,”  says  Tucker.

Top  collegiate  teams  that  will 
be  entered  in  both  tournaments 
will  include  BYU  (currently 
ranked  2nd  nationally),  Stanford, 
Arizona  State  (defending  WAC 
champ),  New  Mexico,  San  Diego 
State,  USC,  and  UCLA.

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In  review 

4P/ay  the  Drum’-a  human  drama

Last  Thursday  evening 
premiered  the  performance  of 
Charles  W.  Whitman’s  new  drama 
“Play  the  Drum  so  It  is  Heard 
Again”  currently  playing  through 
Mar.  31  in  the  Pardoe  Theatre. 

This  ostensibly  “Mormon”  play 
concerns  itself  more  with  the 
human  predicament  than  with 
doctrinal  or  historical  apologetics. 
By  virtue  of  the  question  each 
play  asks,  a generic  relationship 
between  “King  Lear”  and  “Play 
the  Drum”  might  be  established. 
If  Shakespeare’s  Lear  asks  “What 
constitutes  a man  after  everything 
has  been  taken  away,  even  his 
reason?”  then  Whitman’s  Bishop 
Keating  might  add  to  the  inquiry 


by  saying,  “And  when  everything 
is  gone,  what  difference  does  the 
Gospel  make?” 

THROUGH  THE  PLAY  the 

Lord  seems  to  require,  or  at  least 
allow  for,  the  loss  of  everything  in 
which  Keating  has  invested  his 
life.  While  witnessing  this  process 
of  desolation,  one  feels  the 
experience  of  this  man’s  suffering, 
like  Lear’s  or  Abraham’s,  was  not 
bent  and  twisted  by  the 
playwright  to  force  its  conformity 
to  the  set  of  simplistic  categories 


so  often  mistaken  for  true 
religion. 

Author  Whitman,  acting  the 
part  of  Bishop  Keating,  was 
sensitive  and  middle  aged.  Given 
the  demands  of  his  own  play  and 
character,  the  latter  is  somehow  a 
necessary  condition  for  the 
former.  It  is  a fine  and  healthy 
thing  to  see  faculty  members 
acting  in  the  BYU  theatre.  Pamela 
Groo  is  especially  fine  as  a sort  of 
latter-day  Clytemnestra,  fearfully 
closing  up  her  heart  and  holding 
on  to  her  sins,  worrying  that  God 
will  ask  too  much. 


he  has  made  the  play  do  more 
than  just  talk,  he  has  made  it 
breathe. 

THREE  MAJOR  PROBLEMS 

arise,  however,  in  the  play.  There 
is  first  of  all  some  (and  some  is 
too  much)  overstatement  in  the 
text.  Periodically  it  was  quite 
bludgeoned  with  priesthood 
practices  and  moral  dictums.  The 
audience  needed  to  be  shown,  not 
told.  Secondly,  and  very 
regrettably,  the  portrayal  of 
Lamanites  by  Non-Lamanites,  and 


the  endeavor  to  be  “authentic”  in 
Indian  rituals  and  relationships 
yielded  a caricature;  one  which  at 
times  reduced  the  action  on  stage 
to  silliness,  especially  in  the 
contest  for  the  hand  of  Burning 
Heart.  I have  never  seen  the 
representation  of  Indians 
successfully  accomplished  on  the 
BYU  stage  except  in  a very 
stylized  manner.  With  such  an 
enviable  Lamanite  program  at  this 
University  perhaps  the  solution  to 
such  difficulties  lies  in  getting  the 
genuine  article  rather  than  in 
using  an  artistic  convention. 

FEELINGS  about  Keating’s 
future,  for  good  or  ill,  were  not 
clearly  defined.  This  emotional 
ambiguity  may  be  due  to  staging 
rather  than  to  text.
